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Small Band 
Of Jobless 
Forms Union 
In Russia

MOSCOW. Jan. 26 i.NYT).— 
A small band or protesting 
workers announced today that 
they were forming an unof- 
ficial labor union to defend 
ngbij allegedly tellfc unprotect- 
ed by the official, government - 
controlled trade maons here. 

The workers, ail without jobs 
after complaining about cor- 
ruption oc safety vloUUons, 
sadd. that they bad collected 
about 200 names of tnose in 
\ similar straits who wanted to 
\ Join the new union. The figure 
could not be verified. 

Vh utimnr Klebanov. formerly 
a foreman in a Ukrainian coal 
mine, said that the move was 
made after attempts to find 
justice within the Soviet system 
failed.. They had taken appeals 
to various party and govern- 
ment authorities and to the 
Soviet press. 

“It Is true that there is cri- 
ticism in the Soviet press,’' he 
said. “But H. Is only propa- 
ganda, an exception to the rule. 
So we need new channels.'’ The 
new channel was an appeal 
through foreign correspondents 
for support in the West. 

"We are unemployed people, 
basically,’’ he said, "and our 
unions don’t defend usi" 
Symbolic Value 
Forming a new union — 
which may be illegal — is un- 
likely to have little practical 
effect, especially because its 
members are unemployed. But 
it carries symbolic weight, 
especially for a country that 
prides itself on mn.tarfAlwmg - an

Mr. Klebanov said to a#. since 
news about the group was 
broadcast to the Soviet Union 
by the Voice of America, about

cow, and is In constant danger 
of being expelled. 

Last month, after his first 
Interview with U5. correspon- 
dents. he was arrested, placed 


in a Moscow mental hospital 
and released in his hometown 
of Donetsk with Instructions 
not to return to the capital. 
He came back. 

As a miner, he complained to 
the authorities about the dan- 
gers of forcing men to work 
inng shifts to fulfill the pro- 
duction plan.

Canadians 
Find Trace 
Of Cosmos 
Radiation 


OTTAWA. Jan. 26 fUPI).— A 
Canadian aircraft searching a 
remote northern region today re- 
ported “highly probable contact" 
with ground-level radiation from 
a disintegrated Soviet satellite, 
the Defense Department said. 

A department spokes man . C&pt. 
Bud McDonald, said that the 
U J3- -Canadian crew aboard the 
plane were very confident that 
the radiation was not from a 
natural source. No more details 
were available pending analysis, 
he raid. 

Radiation search exercises, code- 
named “Morning Light," by Ca- 
nadian aircraft are being step- 
ped up along the satellite’s re- 
entry route. 

The unmanned satellite. Cos- 
mos- 954, and its enriched ura- 
nium power source fell from a 
150-mile-high orbit Tuesday. 

"A radiation search by Her- 
cules aircraft will continue along 
the re-entry route and a fourth 
Hercules is expected to join the 
sptw-h today, using Canadian 
scanning equipment,” a Defense

TUNIS, Jan. 26 (API.— The 
Tunisian government declared a 
state of emergency today after 
a general ' strike turned into 
Woody riots, the first serious 
challen ge to President Habib 
Bourguiba in his 22 years of rule. 

At least one person was killed 
and a number of others were 
Injured, The ailing 73-year-old 
President’s government imposed 
a 6 pjn. to 5 am. curfew. 

Officials confirmed there were 
“victims on both sides” but re- 
fused to say how many. 

The Tunisian News Agency said 
that the demonstrators fired on 
“the forces of order, who return- 
ed the fire."

Violent demonstrations also 
were reported in Sousse. Gabte. 
Xasserlne «u»h the Moslem holy 
city of Kairouan. But the sec- 
ond-largest Tunisian city. Sfax, 
was wdm.

— Police 
said today that the kidnappers 
of Baron Edouard-Jeaa Empain 
have contacted his family twice, 
have demanded an undisclosed 
ransom and have given proof 
that they are holding the Bel- 
gian. industrialist. 

Authorities confirmed state- 
ments fay family sources that 
Baron Empaln’s eldest daughter. 
Patricia. 19. was contacted. 

The sources said that Miss 
Empain was contacted at I pm. 
Monday, less than three hours 
after the kidnapping and again 
around midnight Tuesday. The 
sources said that a message in 
writing was sent with a file 
folder that the baron, 40. had 
with him when he was seized In 
front of his Paris apartment. 

Police confirmed that the 
family established a contact with 
the kidnappers In a country that 
borders France. The Empain. 
sources said that a family emis- 
sary had been sent to the. un- 
specified. country to negotiate 
with the kidnappers.

Remember f Mr. Coffee Nerves? A U.S. Study Shows How He Works

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26 tWPj 
— The caffeine in just two or 
three cups of coffee makes the 
blood pressure shoot up. it slows 
down, then speeds up the heart. 
It speeds up breathing. It forcen 
the important adrenal glands to 
pour out two hormones that 
make the nervous system work 
harder. 

All these striking, potentially 
harmful effects have been de- 
tected by Vanderbilt University 
scientists in one of the most 
careful studies of caffeine 
effects made. 

The researchers also conclud- 
ed that it is not yet known 
whether habitual coffee drink- 
ing Increases the risk of heart 


disease or other illness, but in- 
vestigation is needed. 

Regular coffee drinkers might 
not be as greatly affected as the 
study's subjects, because they 
develop a degree of tolerance to 
caffeine. 

As for advice to the average 
coffee user, the study’s principal 
author. Dr. David Robertson, 
said yesterday, “It's too early to 
make any recommendations.''’ 

Many other authorities agree. 
But not all. 

Dr. William Iaikash, President 
Carter's physician, said yester- 
day, "Its fairly well established" 
that caffeine is a potent drug, 
“and Td use a common sense 
approach to limit coffee intake 
to no more than three or four 
cups a day.’’

Dr. Wfflfam Lukash, President Carter’s physician,

drinking 5 to 10 cup6 a day can 
lead to headaches, Irritability 
smd nervousness. They said 
that 30 per cent of coffee drink- 
ers “have digestiVe distress di- 
rectly ' attributable” to their 
coffee use. 

All authorities agree that 
coffee should also be limited for 
certain patients, for example, 
persons "with any heart rhythm 
disturbance,” Dr. Robertson 3aid.

Journal of Medicine to be Issued 
today that they studied caffeine 
effects In nine healthy young 
persons — six men and three 
women— aged 21 to 30. 

All were ordinarily non- 
coffee -drinkers, and none was 
allowed any coffee, tea, cola 
drinks or drugs for three weeks 
before tbe experiment. They 
also had their salt intake on- 
trolled, since excess salt can 
affect some of the same factors. 

Ttea drinking was barred be- 


cause tea also contains caffeine 
— a half to two thirds as much 
per cups. Dr. Robertson esti- 
mated. 

After they consumed the 
caffeine, it was found that, on 
the average: 

‘ • Their adrenalin output in- 
creased by 207 per Cent and tbe 
output of a related chemical, 
norepinephrine, by 76 per cent.

In 1973, Boston University 
researches studied , the coffee 
habits of 12,759 hospitalized 
patients, including 440 Trtth 
acute myocardial infarction 
(heart blockage). They said 
that drinking one to five cups

• Breathing rates . Increased 
by 20 per cent. 

• Heart rates at first dropped 
slightly, then after about on 
hour increased. 

Many of the effects lasted for 
about three hours of observa- 
tion. Most of the subjects also 
showed a sharp increase in out- 
put of renin, a kidne^ enzyme

Succession Problem 
His withdrawal posed a problem 
of succession. Mr. Noulra. the 64- 
year-old successor picked by Pres- 
ident Bourguiba. does not have 
the political stature or popular 
following of his patron. 

Tbe firing a month ago of In- 
terior Minister Tahar Belkhoja. 
a veteran regarded as a moderate, 
was interpreted as a sign of high- 
level dissent within the govern- 
ment and suggested that Mr. 
Bourguiba had decided to crack 
down on the strikers. 

He was replaced temporarily by 
Defense Minister Abdallah Far- 
bat, who has frequently called 
for tougher action against the 
anti-government agitators. Later 
Dhaoul Wiu»4hri», a newcomer to 
the government, was named in- 
terior minister. 

Mr. Achour’s unions signed a 
“social 'pact” with the govern- 
ment in January of last year 
that was to block salaries for five 
years.

MOSCOW, Jan.. 26 fAP>.— Tm today rejected as Insulting 
and provocative a U.S. proposal that Soviet and East European 
officials have equal time to present tbeir views on the Munich- 
based Radio Free Liberty and Radio Free Europe. 

The agency described the proposal as an attempt to legiti- 
mize these “centers of subversion” established and funded bv 
the CIA. 

Under a plan that has been presented to the White Bouse, 
the United States would offer air time to officials from the 
Soviet Union and the Eastern bloc to tell their side of the' 
story when they have “specific complaints which have merit."

MADRID, Jan. 26 (UFD.— 
Mounted police today charged 
into a crowd of rightists who tried 
to' assault Spain's interior' minis- 
ter at the funeral- in Barcelona 
of a former Barcelona mayor and 
his wife. 

The demonstrators gave the 
Fascist salute and chanted “The 
army to power” Death to the 
traitors” and “Franco, Franco.” 

TnterUbr Minister Rodolfo Mar- 
tin Villa ducked into hJs limousine 
while dozens of heavily armed 
policemen protected him. Later, 
mounted police charged into the 
crowd to open a path for the. 
minister's car. 

Minister Unbanned 

Mr. Martin Villa was not harmed. 

After the funeral mass, the 
bodes of Joaquin Viola JSauret- 
and ids wife were buried in a 
local cemetery. In addition to- 
serving as Barcelona mayor, Mr. 
Viola was an adviser in the 
Franco regime. 

The couple died yesterday when 
a bomb strapped to Mr. Viola's 
chest exploded. Four terrorists 
who burst into the Viola home 
had placed the bomb, which they 
said they would remove after a 
ransom was paid. 

Barcelona police Chief Jose 
Maria Calleja said that the bomb 
might have malfunctioned. He 
said that Mr. Viola apparently 
did not try to remove the device, 
because his hands were not espe- 
cially damaged by the blast. 

The attempted assault against 
Mr. Martin Villa occurred as he 
left the church at the end of 
the Viola funeral mass. 

The church overflowed with 
mourners, and 3,000 stood outside, 
some of them waving the red- 
and-Mack flag of the Francolst 
Falange. 

At the sight of the interior 
minister, shouting and insults In- 
creased. Several youths “broke 
through a . police line and tried 
to throw themselves at Mr. Mar- 
tin villa but were held back.

Arbitration Favors Chile 

Argentina Repudiates Decision, on 3 Islands

BUENOS AIRES. Jan. 26 
«NYT).— Argentina yesterday 

repudiated an International ar- 
bitration decision awarding three 
’disputed islands to Chile but 
will not press Its claims by arm- 
ed force, according to military 
sources here. 

Tbs dispute ovier the islands, 
called Nueva, Pictoa and Leu- 
nos and. situated at the eastern 
entrance to the Beagle Canal 
along Tierra del Puego has 
generated tension between, the 
military regimes of Argentina 
and Chile and fears of armed 
conflict. • 

Argentina's repudiation of the 
decision, which was issued by 
the Queen of England May 2 
nod due to go into effect - next 
week, is a drastic diplomatic 
move under Internationa] law. 
because both Argentina and 
Chile bad agreed to accept the 
ruling without appeal 

Vice-Adm. Oscar Montes.. Ar- 
gentina's foreign minister, an- 
nounced the rejection of the de- 
cision on national television last 
night, 12 hours after sending 
notes to Chile's ambassador and 
the British chazgg d'affaires ex- 
plaining Argentina's position.

(UPI), prime Minister Ian 
Smith and three moderate black 
leaders have agreed on * a set- 
tlement oT -Rhodesia's 12-year-old 
constitutional dispute and plan 
to set up a black government in 
Salisbury .before the end of the 
year, sources close to the nego- 
tiations said -today. ■ 

Mr. Smith and the block lead- 
ers met at the Prime Minister* 
official residence this afternoon 
to prepare final details of a broad 
agreement oh an interim govern- 
ment to lead the country to black 
majority rule. 

The breakthrough coincided 

with the publication of figures 
showing that Rhodesia suffered 
the worst exodus of whites In the ’ 
country's history last year— a net 
loss of 10,908 whites. ; 

The rising emigration figures 
are the result of political and. 
’economic uncertainty and the 
fear of the effects of the escalat- 
ing guerrilla war, which is mov- 
ing closer to the cities. 

Bloody War 

Tbs internal settlement is un- 
likely to end the war which, 
since it began in December, 1972, 
has cost more than 5,600 lives. 

- Joshua Nkocno and Robert Mu- 
gabe, joint leaders of the guer- 
rilla-supported Patriotic Front, 
have repeatedly warned that the 
fighting would go on If Mr. Smith 
achieved a settlement with Rho- 
desia-based blacks. 

The two men, excluded from 
the Salisbury talks, are due to 
meet British Foreign Secretary 
David Owen and Andrew Young, 
the UJ3. ambassador to the Unit- 
ed Nations, cm Malta on Monday.

Schlesinger indicated— and 1 b 
supported by a number of private 
economists — that demand could 
outstrip that level within a few 
yean. 

An additional 3 million barrels 
a day of production capability 
could be possible by the mid- 
1980s, the energy secretary said, 
but no decision to do this has 
been m«»- Other sources sold 
that while no formal decision on 
a further expansion has been 
made, the added growth Is antic- 
ipated informally by Saudi offi- 
ciate. 

However, Mr. Schlesingier stress- 
ed that the Saudis were unlikely 
to act as a deus ex machfaia that 
would solve the world’s oil prob- 
lems. "The Saudis have never 
been Inclined to put themselves 
forward in that role," he said. 

A point of confusion in energy 
estimates is the distinction be- 
tween “maximum productive 
capacity” mnd “maxim tun sus- 
tainable production.” 

Mr. Schlesinger’s estimate of 12 
pifflifw barrels a day referred to 
maximum sustainable production, 
the amount that can be produced 
each day on a long-term baas. 
That figure tends to be about 15 
per cent below the maxim u m pro- 
ductive capacity, because high 
production levels that can be 
achieved oa a single day rarely 
can be continued over a longer 
period. 

To reach the sustainable pro- 
duction. levels outlined, the Saudis 
would need to raise productive 
capacity to 14 million barrels a 
day from about HA mlUtoti bar- 
rels now.

NEW YORK, Jan. 26 CAP).. — 
A judge who ruled that sex far 
a fee is ' ‘recreational" and not a 
crime fam come under sharp at- 
tack after she dropped prostitu- 
tion charges against a 14-year-old 
girl. The City of New York said 
it would appeal the case, and that 
It would not affect current police 
arrest policy In prostitution cases. 

Bruce Bitter, who runs a Times 
Square youth shelter far run- 
aways, yesterday termed the deri- 
sion ‘-Immoral, outrageous and un- 
believable.” (He called tor the 
judge’s removal from the bench. 

Mayor -Edward Koch declined 
to endorse that proposal but said: 
"The state cannot look aside when 
a minor— in this case a 14-year- 
old gtrl— decides she is going to 
sen ba body." 

The city corporation counsel, 
Alan Schwartz, said, “We are ap- 
pealing tha judge's dacMon. We 
feel that we have a regpomlbmty 
to look to the interest of the 
children who are the parties iji 
family court.” 

Woman Judge 

It was a derision by Margaret 
Taylor, acting family court judge, 
that created the uproar. In a 
lengthy opinion.

As a consequence, she dismissed 
a prostitution charge against the 
unidentified girl on the grounds 


ridiculousness of that decision,”

She also noted that, of 3,219 
persons arrested in prostitution 
cases in the first six months of 
last year, only 63 were persons 
who patronized prostitutes. The 
rest were prostitutes or pimps. 

She wrote that the police "har- 
bor the attitude that women who 
supply sex are Unmoral, whereas 
the men who demand their ser- 
vices are considered blameless.”

U.S. Unit Backs 
2,000 Drugs Sold 
By Generic Name 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28 tWP). 
—The Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration this week approved a 
controversial list of about 2,000 
generic, inexpensive drugs equal 
in strength, and quality to more 
expensive brand-name products. 

“Now, the srie remaining dif- 
ference between drugs is the 
price.” said William.

By II W. Apple J r 
pAMBRIDGE. England (NYT>. 
^ —A former Royal Air Force 
wing com m ander and a physicist 
turned patent lawyer turned 
linguist have brought off one of 
the neatest tricks of gadgetry of 
the decade: They have made it 
possible for a Chinese- speaking 
computer operator to communi- 
cate directly with his computer 
in Chinese. 

Although Chinese is perhaps the 
subtlest and certainly the most 
widely spoken language— it is the 
primary tongue of more than a 
quarter of the world’s people— it 
presents formidable technical 
problems. It is written not with 
the easily manageable 26 letters 
of the Roman alphabet but with 
symbols known as Ideographs. In 
the time of the Emperor K’ang 
Hsl, 275 years ago, 48.000 Chinese 
characters were known, and more 
than 4,500 are In common use to- 
day. 

Without grants from govern- 
ments or foundations, the two 
Cambridge University inventors, 
Robert Sloss, who heads the uni- 
versity’s Chinese language proj- 
ect, and Peter Nancarrow, have 
devised a system that makes it 
possible to feed ideographs into a 
computer and get ideographs out. 

It is basically so simple that 
they built their first working 
model In three days on S loss's 
kitchen table, using a child's Mec- 
cano set (similar to an American 
Erector set’, some bits of plastic, 
a length of string and a card- 
board tube that Nancarrow 
found inside the linoleum he had 
bought to refloor his bathroom. 

What started as a do-it-your- 
self project to speed their work 
on a new Chinese-Engllsh dic- 
tionary, the first to incorporate 
the vast changes In the Chinese 
language since the Cultural Revo- 
lution of the latter 1960s, has 
now taken on considerable cul- 
tural and economic significance.

The interest oi Cable & Wireless 
stems from the fact that the new 
machine should make possible 
much faster telegraphic commu- 
nication in Chinese. Since the 
19th century, telegrams and Telex 
messages in Chinese have been 
sent by translating each character 
into a four-digit number, sending 
the number in Morse code and 
retranslating it at the message's 
destination. No keyboard could 
cope with the thousands of Chi- 
nese characters. 

That system takes an enormous 
amount of time and It produces 
endless errors It Is stud that a 
skilled operator must spend at 
least 20 years at his trade before 
he can operate efficiently In the 
Chinese telegraphic code. 

The use of ideographs makes 
other processes equally laborious 
in Chinese. No one, according to 
Sloss, has yet devised a machine 
comparable to a Linotype that 
can cope with 4,000 characters, so 
all type must be set by hand from 
vast racks of ideographs. The 
Chinese typewriter, on which a 
bulky lever selects a piece of type 
from a flat bed and lifts It into 
position to print, attains a top 
speed of about 10 characters a 
minute, less than a tenth of its 
Western counterpart. 

Sloss and Nancarrow first 
thought of a computer because 
they feared that their dictionary 
material, compiled on file cards, 
might be destroyed by fire. They 
also knew that a computer could 
compare, far faster than human 
minds, the Chinese words used in 
newspapers, magazines and tech- 
nical journals with those in their 
files. 

But for an enterprise demand- 
ing precision, the telegraphic 
code, which can convert charact- 
ers into numbers comprehensible 
to a computer, was obviously un- 
wieldy since the operator must 
know the code as well os recog- 
nize the characters. Until now, 
this has been the method Chi- 
nese computer operators have had 
to use when storing language 


data. Similar difficulties arose in 
a Japanese device— with a key- 
board tile size of a desk — that re- 
quired the operator to strike two 
keys simultaneously. 

With both these methods, Nan- 
carrow said, “the error rate was 
absolutely prodigious.” 

For two years, the British pair 
wrest'.ed with the problem. The 
breakthroughs came slowly. First, 
the two linguists discovered the 
joys of the square root: 4J0D 
characters seemed a daunting 
number, until they realized that 
a grid 66 centimeters, or 26 
Inches, square would give them 
4.356 boxes, each one centimeter, 
or about one-third of an inch, 
square. Next They realized that 
tbey could wrap the grid around 
a small drum. 

Then they recognized that the 
position of any character on the 
grid could be staled In two num- 
bers. like cc ordinates on a road 
map: 22 across, 43 down- And 
finally, they worked out the 
mechanical and electronic devices 
that would do so as a bull’s eye 
was maneuvered across the face 
of the revolving dnm. 

Thus, a Chinese character 
could automatically be given a 
numerical value that is “legible'’ 
to the computer just as numer- 
ical values are given to Roman 
letters by a standard computer 
key beard. With the cursor, the 
inventors calculate, a properly 
trained Chinese high - school 
graduate could feed characters 
Into the computer at a rate of 
one a second— quicker than the 
time it takes to write a complicat- 
ed character. 

Because of work already done 
at Harvard University, the other 
half of the problem— teaching 
the computer to "write" Chinese 
—was easily solved. Sloss and 
Nancarrow fed the coordinates 
or code for each character into 
the computer memory together 
with Instructions for drawing the 
ideographs. When the computer 
recognizes a certain combinatidi 
of numbers, the appropriate char- 
acter is depicted on a video dis- 
play unit much like a television 
screen.

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Fallout From Space 


While Canadian and US. scientists and 
military men were chasing the debris of a 
Soviet satellite all over the northland, a 
number of people awoke to an aspect of 
space flight that had hitherto escaped them: 
the danger of nuclear fallout from damaged 
vehicles. 

* * * 

Until now. papular Imagination had 
focused on the relatively few spacecraft that 
either carry men or go to the far places of 
Uhe universe. That one of them might fall 
on a city was always possible, but far less 
plausible than guessing that the hall will 
stop on a particular number In a roulette 
wheel. The space scientists were doing their 
best to Insure that failure would be con- 
fined to the vehicle Itself (and Its occupants). 
But they were also sending up a considerable 
number of satellites for espionage, commu- 
nications and the like about which the public 
heard little and cared less. 

Now, however, It is clear that even fail- 
safe techniques are not safe enough to in- 
sure that failure will not spread nuclear 
pollution through the atmosphere. In other 
words, what the nuclear powers sought to 
guard against fay controlling testing 'of 
nuclear bombs reappears as a fallout from 
space exploration. 

There Is nothing really new about this 
except the awesome distances and the awe- 
inspiring effects Involved. Nearly every 
scientific and technological advance of man- 
kind has been marked by a later revelation 
of side effects. The -use of plastic for 
fabrics and for timber seemed a mighty step 
forward, away from 1 dependence on sheep 
and worms, cattle and forests, for a popula- 
tion which grew faster than the space need- 
ed for such living material permitted. But 


such non -biodegradable substitutes brought 
their own acute problems of nondlsposalble 
wastes. 

So did Chemistry In energy— and in cura- 
tive substances. The pill was a mighty con- 
tribution to birth control; it has, perhaps, 
done more than any other single factor to 
change sexual morality by apparently mini- 
mizing Its practical consequences. Bat the 
pill can also kill. "Wonder drugs" of all kinds 
develop side effects as well— some of which 
may be more serious than the Illnesses they 
seek to cure. Saccharin reduces the dan- 
gers that natural sugars can bring to hu- 
mans — but does it Induce cancer? And 
nuclear energy once promised a miracle for 
a society which was gobbling up its natural 
energy sources at a terrific Tate. But it, too, 
implies terrible dangers. 

The result has been a revulsion against 
modern technology on the part of many. 
But can they provide a natural society of. 
the kind that the Polynesians, the Bantu, 
the In dians and the Eskimos once knew? 
Not even these cultures, that were precip- 
itated relatively late Into such a technology, 
can do without it any more; relatively few 
can be freed from electricity and gasoline, 
gunpowder and artificial preservatives. 

All that can be done Is to recognize the 
new for what it is ; a modification of the 
old, not wholly safe, guaranteeing no utopia 
— but permitting multitudes to live where 
only a few survived before. Every possible 
safeguard must be introduced; where the 
perils outweigh the advantages, the new 
must be abandoned. But the advantages and 
disadvantages must be measured carefully, 
not accepted In emotional hopes or fears. 
Mankind can no longer return to caves or 
camps — It must make Its cities livable. 


Sulking in Business Suites 


President Carter has offered the natron 
an economic strategy for this year and next 
that is basically cautious, Indeed conser- 
vative. including a tax cut .of some $p bil- 
lion for business and a tight lid on new 
federal expenditures. Instead of applause In 
the business world, however, the President's 
stra*eigy Is getting mostly scorn. .The com- 
plex plan, basically a mixture of tax cuts 
and tax reforms, Is not all that business 
wanted — or that anyone wanted for that 
matter. Yet it is basically sound; it does 
not deserve the current sulking in business 
suites. 

* * * 

A few large multinational companies may 
be forced to pay higher taxes if the President 
succeeds in ending tax deferrals on Income 
earned abroad and ending special tax ben- 
efits — subsidies — for export sales made 
through the ^ Domestic International Sales 
Corporations i DISCs) Some corporate exec- 
utives may lose some fringe benefits if Con- 
gress goes along with the President’s desire 
to limit tax breaks for corporate yachts, 
club memberships or flrtt-class air tickets. 
Business executives may lose some of their 
taste for the fine food Lf ( the President Is 
able to reduce tax subsidies that support the 
business lunch; Even In the unlikely event 
that the President gets everything he seeks, 
the fact remains that the great majority of 
U-S. corporations woud gain substantial tax 
advantages from his plan. 

So what explains the discontent In Wall 
Street, and such sweeping charges that the 
President “doesn't show any understanding 
of how business operates"? The Carter tax 
plan was scarcely off the presses when in- 
dustry's top Washington lobbyists set to 
stirring up opposition among key legislators. 

The facts do not sustain their opposition. 
Under the Carter plan, corporate income 
taxes would be cut by $8 billion.- The invest- 
ment tax credit would be expanded to en- 
ermrage capital spending, worth an addi- 
tional $2.4 billion. Telephone excise taxes 
and unemployment insurance levies would 
be reduced, generating a further tax break 
of about $1 billion for' business. That adds 
up to a hefty $). 4-blllion tax out for corpo- 
rate America, and all of it could be In place 
for the 1979 tax year. 


In return, the President would tax away 
an additional $2 billion from business in his 
proposed crackdown on fringe benefits. 
Another $1.1 faUIIon would be retrieved 
through cutbacks In various tax preferences, 
like DISC, bad-debt write-offs by financial 
institutions and deferred taxes on foreign 
earnings. But to this point, business would 
be far ahead in the tax game. So again, 
why the discontent? 

One reason, we suspect, lies in what Con- 
gress— rnot Mr. Carter— has done to com- 
pound the nation's tax problem. Employers’ 
Social Security taxes will rise by about $8 
billion by 1979. When combined with Mr. 
Carter's tax plan, they would leave business 
about where it started. 

How else, however, could the President 
have held the budget deficit in bounds and 
respect the business community's - fear of 
Inflation? Given these constraints, he has 
tried to design a tax out that offsets other 
tax increases— for business as for most indi- 
viduals. To demand more is to demand more 
deficit stUL 

As It is, the business community's cam- 
paign for an Income tax cut canceled the 
administration's earlier— and wiser— plan to 
propose a bigger boost in the Investment 
tax credit specifically to encourage lagging 
capital outlays. And the community’s hos- 
tility to genuine tax reform of any sort 
forced the President to abandon his cam- 
paign promise and to settle for a moderate 
reform package. 

Clearly, the discontent lies deeper than 
the current debate. It is time for the busi- 
ness community to confess that Democratic 
presidents are not its natural enemies. It is 
time for this Democratic President to stop 
worrying about business’s failure to confess. 
The enemy of business in today's wmdd of 
Inflation and stagnation Is not the President 
bat the uncertainty of doing business. In- 
vestment decisions in such a world are not 
shaped by a loss of confidence In a presi- 
dent's task if such a world Is to manage 
the economy as close, as possible to its po- 
tential He can always profit from cons- 
tructive criticism, but blind opposition de- 
serves to be ignored.

When Diplomacy Fails 


OARIEL — Now that the flood of 
A angr y criticism has' abated. 
It Is opportune to more 

closely the issues raised by the 
Carter administration's publicly 
voiced opposition to the partici- 
pation of Communists in West- 
ern European governments and. 
In particular, those of France 
and. Italy. Bow Justified was 
TUB. “interference” in the affairs 
of those two nations? And how 
wise? 

Consider the French case first; 
and to view it with some per- 
spective, inmglTHj th<» fallowing 
scenario. Two months before 
TTJS. presidential elections, French 
chief of state, Valfery Glscard 
d’Estalng pays an pfflebd visit 
to Washington to discuss matters 
of mutual concern with the In- 
cumbent UjS. President, who, as 
It happens, is running for re- 
election. During the course of 
his stay In the nation's capital. 
Glscard d'Estaing invites the op- 
position party* presidential can- 
didate to confer with him at 
the Ranch Embassy; and after 
their meeting, he issues a state- 
ment praising t he candidate's 
contribution to U.S. public life. 

Not a Duplicate 

The scenario Is not, of course, 
a duplicate of Francois Mitter- 
rand’s meeting with President 
Carter during the latter* recent 
trip to France (given the dif- 
ferences In UJS. and French gov- 
ernmental structures. It could not 
beJ ; but it will serve for our 
purposes. And needless to say. 
were anything remotely resembl- 
ing It ever to take place, protests 
from angry citizens and govern- 
ment officials would descend 
upon the White House from all 
over the united States denounc- 
ing French Interference in UJS. 
domestic affairs. The likelihood, 
however, of such a scenario's 
coming to pass In the United 
States Is nil; for It is Inconceiv- 
able that a foreign head at state 
would consider meeting with an 
opposition ca nd idate In anything 
like the circumstances outlined, 
much less praise his role. 

Why, then, did the President 
meet with Mitterrand? Was it 
far the purpose of expressing to 
him— as he did according to a 
statement made by a White 
House spokesman after the meet- 
ing— “our concern about possible 
alliances with the Communists, 
including communism in. the 
overall European context"? But 
surely Mr. Carter was aware that 
Mitterrand la the leader of the 
Union of the Left, of which the 
Communist party forms an In- 
tegral part And despite present 
disunity on the left, Mitterrand 
has repeatedly and unambiguous- 
ly pledged that be will govern 
or seek to govern with the Com- 
munists If the left wins the 
forthcoming legislative elections. 
Yet not only does toe President 
meet with Mitterrand but be 
lauds the Socialist leader’s rate 
in French public life. 1

this whole affair Is a puzzlement 
to me. 

Let us move an to Italy, caught 
up In the midst of a governmen- 
tal crisis with the Communists 
hidriing to enter a new govern- 
ment coalition. The XUS. ambas- 
sador to Italy Is summoned to 
Washington In an atmosphere of 
crisis; and after high-level con- 
sultations that include the Pres- 
ident and the secretary of state, 
the State Department Issues a 
statement affirming UjS. opposi- 
tion to the entry of Communists 
into any West European govern- 
ment. 

By any normal standards, this 
public declaration of UJS. policy 
does constitute interference in 
the affairs of another nation. 
But here, at least, the mottvar- 
Horn is perfectly clear. Most 
West Europeans tend too easily 
to overlook or take Tor granted 
that we and they are allies; that 
the United States has stationed 
and maintains hundreds of thou- 
sands of troops In Western Eu- 
rope to help defend it; that this 
alliance and our commitment to 
it provide the nations of West- 
ern Europe with the security 
without which they would prob- 
ably suffer the fate of Eastern 
European countries that have 
really experienced what ‘inter- 
ference” Is all about; that the 
Communist parties of France and 
Italy, even If their relationship 
to the Soviet Union has evolved 
since Stalin’s day, still follow 
Moscow's lead an aU significant 
East-West foreign policy issues; 
and that the entry of those two 
Communist parties into ruling 
government coalitions would im- 
pair — perhaps vitally— the integ- 
rity of the alliance and Inevitably 
affect the attitude of the United 
States and its people toward the 
NATO commitment. 

Skeptical 

These are the compelling facts 
which, in toe Carter administra- 
tion’s view, provide the Justifica- 
tion for its policy. Irrespective of 
whether or not that policy Is 
viewed as interference. I would 
not challenge the facts, nor 
would I deny that we have rea- 
son to be concerned over the 
possible entry of Communists 
into Western European govern- 
ments. Nonetheless, I remain 
skeptical that the arfminigtr ution 
has handled mattera wisely. 

There are, after all, many ways 
of skinning a cat. The Carter 
administration could have resort- 
ed to, quiet diplomacy to com- 
municate its views confidentially 
to the leaders of the non-Com- 
m uniat Italian parties. It could 
'have found still other ways of 
making Its attitude clear without 
so obviously seeming to lecture 
a sovereign ally. It might even 
have chosen to play it cool and 
do nothing on the premise that 
it had already expressed itself in ' 
the wake of the Carter-MLtter- 
rand 

In any event, it is difficult to 
see what we did accomplish, by 


what we did do. We have been 
denounced for our interference 
not only by French and Italian 
Communists— which was to be 
expected, but by friends as well. 
Including prominent govern- 
ment officials and political lead- 
ers. And if anything, UJ5. ac- 
tions have probably made it more 
difficult than, otherwise to keep 
the Communists out of the 
Italian government now being or- 
ganized, far even anfi-Cominu- 
nists don’t relish being placed 
in a position where they are 
vulnerable to the charge at yield- 
ing to external foreign pressure. 
AH In an. In my opinion, the 
Carter administration's handlin g 
Of the- problem adds up to less 
than a triumph for the art of 
diplomacy;

*▼ body: Your Department of 
justice has just declared itself, 
the attorney general and the 
president innocent of obstruc- 
tion of justice when they obliged 
a congressman under criminal 
investigation and fired the prose- 
cutor who was bothering, him. 

The carefully considered judg- 
ment exonerating aU concerned 
at the top on the basis of 
the “Shebeen report” (rhymes 
wttfc "Dean report”), submitted 
by Michael Sb&heen, head of 
what is now laughingly called 
“The Office of Professional Re- 
gpans&dUty'' at toe Justice De- 
partment. 

This intrepid self-investigation 
consisted solely of collecting sworn 
statements from 11 Justice De- 
partment officials plus the Presi- 
dent (whose statement was not 
sworn— he doesn’t spend his week- 
ends at "Camp Affidavit"). 

Isolated 

One trembles at toe police bra- 
taltty that moat have been em- 
ployed; to wring these exculpatory, 
self-serving press releases cut of 
this undirty dozen. Seems that 
everybody asserted that the attor- 
ney general is kept totally iso- 
lated from the operations of bis 
criminal division, except when it 
conies to firing prosecutors, and 
that the obstruction of justice 
that took place was merely toe 
result of inertness and stupidity, 
not venality. 

Thus, we are assured of the 
President's innocence by his De- 
partment of justice because Car- 
ta* signed s letter clai m i ng he 
was an Innocent dupe. The solici- 
tor general of toe United States 
calls tost an Investigative “find- 
ing" in which he happily *“ con- 
curs.” 

I owe readers of this spa ce an 
apology for writing recently CSBT, 
Jan. 34) that toe President, in 
Ms unforgettable Jan. 12 press 
conference, demonstrably lied 
three times (twice In denying he 
had interfered In the Marstan 
affair, once in saying he knew 
nothing of toe case until it was 
highly publicized).

Was 
tt mentioned In the President s 
black briefing book, and, If so. 
who prepared that? Who else in 

the White House knew that Rep. 
Joshua HIberg had good re&sm 
for wanting the President to fire 
the US. attorney In FW&kM- 
phia? Did EUberg conspire with 
Rep. Daniel Hood to obstruct 
justice, and did EUberg tape his 
call with Carter? 

Pure Hunch 

Despite the farrago of false- 
hood that emanated from the 
President an Jan. 12, the possi- 
bility exists that Carter is tell-, 
ing the truth about doing a 
political favor for EUberg without 
knowing his Justice-obstructing 
motive. On pure hunch, I teal, 
to believe Judge Bell Is bis pro- 
testations of ignorance: It takes 
courage for an attorney general 
to acknlt he is being Isolated 
Iran toe major cases in his 
Criminal Division. 

But somebody must have 
known. The Department of Jus- 
tice will not tell me who signed 
the request for immunity for 
Stephen.

That 
this matter is not being investi- 
gated by a special prosecutor 
and a grand jury Is a scandal' 
In itself.

more— despite their conflict to 
testimony — the Congress will be 
putting its seal of approval on 
a clumsy cover-up that protects 
a couple of congressmen white 
it demeans the legtadstive branch. 

One might think that the law-' 
yers in toe Department of Jus- 
tice, and the aides at the White 
House, after the Watergate ex- 
perience, would know enough to 
avoid even inadvertently joining 
In a possible felony, or at least 
to do so with some finesse. 

But they never learn. To see 
that justice Is done, now it's up 
to toe Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee; which will indicate its 
seriousness by the quality of its 
choice for special counsel. 


The Mideast’s Odd Couple 


VS7ASB1NGTON —Anwar Sadat 
and Menachem Begin comprise 
toe odd couple of international 
diplomacy, (hie is engrossed In 
toe great drama of historic 
gesture, the other obsessed by toe 
small print. 

Neither one is well-suited far 
long detailed negotiations on 
major themes, so what is now 
required for progress between 
Egypt and Israel Is a return to 
quiet diplomacy on substantive 
Issues by secondary figures. 

President Sadat’s flair for the 
historic gesture is well known. He 
demonstrated it in 1972 when, 
without getting anything in re- 
turn, he gave toe wet mitten to 
the vast number of Soviet military 
and technical advisers in Egypt 
He did it again in the 1973 war, 
and once more in the visit to 
Jerusalem in November. - 

Impatience 

A lesser known, other side of 
these qualities is an impatience, 
an unwillingness to deal, with the 
fine points of serious problems. 
Egyptians critical of Sadat believe 
a major reason for his trip to 
Jerusalem was simple boredom 
with toe process of winking out a 
Geneva conference.

Indeed it seems clear that he 
was not even paying much atten- 
tion to the political talks between 
fate own. foreign minister. Mo- 
hammed Vmnpi ftmi fawn Par- 
elgn MinisterMoshe Dayan. He 
broke off those talks, nearly two 
weeks ago, without even realizing

Begin likened self-deter- 
mination for the Palestinians to 
the kind of “wonderful concept” 
that brought toe world toe 
slaughter of Jews by the Nazis 
in “the late ’80s.” The harsh tone 
used by Begin at a ceremonial 
occasion almost certainly touched 
off Sadat’s decision to stop the 
foreign ministers’ tnibi, 

For the time being, at least, 
the Hd has been put on the 
public temper tantrums of the 
two leaders. There is a kind of 
time-out In the Egyptian-Israeli 
negotiations, and the question is 
how to get them going again. 

The first need is to prevent any 
more shouting matches. That 
means avoiding any further 
meetings at the summit, which 
only work to sow suspicion and 
m isund ers tanding . 

Talks at the foreign-minister 
level are more appropriate, es- 
pecially since the tradition there 
Is for secret diplomacy. Zt would 
probably be a good idea to move 
the rite of the political negotia- 
tions from Jerusalem to Cairo, 
because that way Mr. Sadat will 
not be totally out of touch with 
what is going on. On the con- 
trary, genuine benefits would 
flow tram direct conversations be- 
tween him and Foreign Minister 
Dayan, the most supple and Ima- 
ginative of the Israeli negotiators. 

finally it seems necessary to 
dispel both Sadat's illusion that 


great gestures and Begln’s illusion 
that fine words can yield peace. 
They cannot, in fact, produce 
even a statement of principles. 
What is required for agreed prin- 
ciples on such touchy subjects as 
Israeli settlements and Palestinian 
rights are detailed substantive 
negotiations by skilled diplomats. 
The next phase of the talks, after 
the present time-out ends, ought 
to pick up at that point 

Touchy Subjects 

For the united States, that, 
means a relatively low profile.. 
This country should avoid having 
to play referee in the exchanges 
between the odd couple. President. 
Carter and Secretary of State, 
Vance both should desist for the 
time being. If UJ3. help is requir- 
ed for a certain easing of tension. 
Assistant Secretary of State 
Alfred Atherton — a calm, cool 
professional with extensive knowl- 
edge of all the Issues — is toe per- 
fect man for the job.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28 (Reu- 
ters) .--Productivity in the US, 
private sector rose at a seasonal- 
ly adjusted annual rate of 14 
per cent In tbe fourth quarter 
compared with an upward revis- 
ed 5.4 per cent rise in the third 
qtiarter, the labor Department 
reported today. 

The increase combined with a 
7- p er-cent increase in hourly 
compensation to push up unit 
labor costa by 56 per oent, com- 
pared with 29 per cent in the 
previous quarter. 

Productivity for tbe fourth 
quarter was 2£ per cent above 
tbe fourth quarter a year earlier, 
compared with a 3J5-per-cent in- 
crease in 1976. 

. Ufaite labor costs rose 62 per 
cent in tbe same period of 1977 
compared with 6.1 per cent for 
1976. 

Tbe Labor Department said 
manufacturing productivity de- 
clined at an annual rate of Q£ 
par cent in the fourth quarter 
after a 5 .2- per-cent increase In 
tbe third quarter. 

It was -tbe first drop since the 
16-per-cent decline in the fourth 
quarter of 1976. 

fanii labor costs In manufactur- 
ing were up 8A per cent in the 
fourth quarter compared with 16 
per oent in u»f third. 

Fourth quarter productivity was 
2J. per cent ahead of a year 
earlier, while unit labor costs were 
up 6A per rent That compared 
with a productivity increase of 
2 JL per cent and a unit labor cost 
increase of 5-6 par cent In the 
comparable period of 1976. 

Tn tbe nonlann business sector, 
productivity gained 12 per cent 
in the fourth quarter compared 
with 3A per cent in tbe third. 
Unit labor costs rose 61 per oent 
in tbe fourth quarter compared 
with SA per rent in tbe third 
Fourth quarter productivity in 
that sector was 2.7 per cent ahead 
of a year earlier compared with 
a SJ-per-oent rise in 1976.

Despite Slump in Japan 
Businessmen Live It Up 

TOKYO, Jan. £6 (Reuters).— Despite the pinch of recession. 
Ja panese businessmen are continuing to lavish staggering sums 
cn expense-account entertainment 

Depending an rank, anything from tbe cost of a titillating 
hour at a so-called osawari (touching) cabaret to tbe price 
of & golf dub membership ranging from. 2 million to 30 million 
yen (38300 to 5125,000) may be met by employers. 

Restaurants charging up to 60,000 yen a head are packed 
with businessmen, while fleets of black limousines dog Tokyo's 
glittering downtown Ginza at night awaiting the return of 
the shayo-coku (expense-account tribe > from tbe area's tiny 
and ruinously expensive bars. 

Although Japan’s economy was hard-hit by the quadrupling 
of oil prices in 1973. the business community’s entertainment 
expenditure hardly suffered a hiccough. 

New records were set in both 1974 and 1975, while In 1976 
the latest figures available, the national tax agency calculates 
expense-account spending soared to a new high of 2,270 billion 
yen (39.45 billion)— a figure exceeding tbe gross national prod- 
uct of many countries. 

The unique extent of the expense account system here 
stems at least partly from the use of geisha houses in bygone 
days for business and political discussions to a relaxed atmo- 
sphere. _ 

In modem Japan, where housewives still are rarely taken 
out or have guests in their homes, geisha houses are beyond 
the financial reach of any but the most senior company ex- 
ecutives. But their role has been supplanted for lesser mortals 
by expensive restaurants, intimate and expensive bars, and the 
golf course. 

Considering the - amounts spent, tbe tax advantages of 
Ug expense accounts are not overwhelming. Present regulations 
allow tax-free expenses of only 4 million yen per company 
a year plus an amount corresponding to 0.1 per cent of the 
firm’s capital. 

Perhaps more importantly, executives prefer to receive 
large expense accounts rather than higher salaries, which would 
be heavily taxed, while companies save an the eventual size 
of retirement pensions, which are linked to wages. 

The exact amount received by individual Japanese execu- 
tives for expenses Is Impossible for outsiders to ascertain, but 
every company, and every department in every company, has 
an entertainment budget that is allocated among executives 
according to rank.

THE LITERARY POLITICIANS 

By Michael S. Ross. Doubleday. J72 pp. S10.

AND what, may wf asJc. i* a 
■^■literary politician? According 
to Mitchell S. Aces, who tffuppeti 
out of oQUege et 13 and began 
writing “Hie- Literary Politicians” 
shortly thereafter, & literary poli- 
tician is one who has ct.isen to 
practice politics by writing books. 
And lest you think immediately 
of Eric Hofer or George Kerman 
or Michael Harrington cr even 
Bobby 8 sale, let it he known that 
what f uither “marks the corps 
d literary politicians" that Res* 
has selected for analysis is -va- 
riety, fecundity and. influence. ** 
This, in Boss's opinion at least, 
leaves out everyone except Wil- 
liam F. Buckley jr., Arthur Schie- 
s'nger John Kenneth Gal- 
br&2b.. Nramim Mailer, Hebert 
Lowell and Henry Kissinger, with 
a little room left over for cer- 
tain “subliterary "politicians," 
such as Harry Truman, Dwight 
Eisenhower, Lyndon Johnson, 
Bichard Nixon. Hubert Hum- 
phrey, Jimmy Carter and Donald 
Riegle, the author of a 1973 polit- 
ical memoir called "O congress.” 
In other words, a literary politi- 
cian is anyone that Boss wishes 
to characterize as such, so that 
lr, 3 may deliver irmself of certain 
rounded Judgments on Individuals 
who have loomed large on the 
American scene In recent years. 
Per examples: William F. Buck- 
ley Jr. “lacks .... the 'killer in- 
stinct’ ” and therefore must be 

assigned “a "**«>nng plane in 
the ranks of those who have 
gained their eetebrity through 
practicing the art of exquisite 
defamation.” Or: John Kenneth 
Galbraith ranks “among the finest 
literary artists of the age.” Or: 
Norman Maflesr “is a dreadful 
writer, and deserves oblivion," 
while Gore Vidaj, "is the closest 
thing to a skeptic among con- 
temporary American literary poli- 
ticians: a perpetual leader of the 
opposition. n Meanwhile, if Rob- 
ert Lowell “is ‘the best American 
poet of our time,* then these are 
_ not good times for verse.” And 
' so on— thumbs up, thumbs down, 
thumbs sideways cn the so-called 
literary pohtftmns.

And- in Darryl Dawkins, 
the 76ers have the league’s next 
great gate attraction who also is 
their only hope to control Port- 
land’s BUI Walton In the play- 
offs. ' 

Make Money 

Willis Reed’s autocratic rule 
hasn’t been fnmig h to turn the 
Knlck» into defensive demons, or 
make Bob McAdpo a well-rounded 
center. Any frontline that In- 
cludes McAdoo, Spencer Haywood 
and. Lonnie Shelton is not going 
to win an NBA title. Besides, 
Jim. (Beamons hardly has proven 
to be another Watt Frazier. 

But Frasier has proven to be 
better fean many critics thought 
he would at Cleveland. Without 
him, the Cavaliers would be 
stumbling even more than they 
are. Austin Carr has played him- 


self onto the starting team after 
beginning as toe club’s filth 
guard, a demotion that led to 
what he calls "the most diffi- 
cult time of my life.” 

Too bad more teams can’t play 
Uke the Atlanta Hawks, who 
already have brought in more 
ticket revenue than last year, 
guaranteeing that they will make 
money. The Hawks demonstrate 
playoff defense every tone out 
and toe result is & competitive, 
hustling brand of basketball that 
frequently embarrasses much more 
talented opponents. Coach Hubie 
Brown yells and screams and his 
players don't love him but ha 
is the logical winner of toe coach 
of the year award right now. 

Lenny Wllkens is another 
strong candidate. He has taken 
a downtrodden team at Seattle 
and turned it into a winner with- 
out benefit of a training w»np 
or trades. His center. Marvin 
Webster, Is playing exceptionally 
well «tnce Wllkens moved him 
from, high to low post. 

Trade rumors involving Denver 
guard Brian Taylor have been 
prevalent for weeks and now toe 
reason has came out. Denver 
wanted to unirawi him before it 
had to fork up a $50,000 pay- 
ment in his contract. The Nug- 
gets failed to give Taylor the 
money and he say s he has be- 
come a free agent. 

The Milwaukee Bucks have a 
better record ' than expected, 
especially considering- Kent Ben- . 
son has been a major disappoint- 
ment. Many NBA experts feel 
John Olanelli Is a better center 
—no kidding— and he presently

Artis Gilmore Is Chicago’s 
best-known player but the Bulls’ 
most exciting athletes are guard 
Wilbur Holland, who wasn’t good 
enough to stay with Atlanta last 
year, and forward Mickey John- 
son. who never played In high 
school.

Phoenix has so much ability it 
was able to keep winning even 
with center Alvan Adams sidelin- 
ed nearly three weeks, with’ ton- . 
silitls. a combination of John 
MacLeod's coaching, solid defense 
and the unexpectedly high scor- 
ing of rookie Walter Davis (22 
points a game) coupled with Paul 
Westphal's steady play has turn- 
ed the Suns into one of the 
NBA's five best clubs. 

Golden State's Rickey Green 
has lost bis starting spot to an- 
other rookie, Ricky Marsh, a last- 
round pick OUt Of M«T»Ua»j.n 
Green isn’t scooting around toe 
court like he did In college. The 
Warriors’ other firstround choice, 
Wesley Cox, is on the injured 
reserve list, but the team feels he 
still can play in the NBA. 

James Edwards hardly has 
shown he is going to be Indiana's 
salvation since coming from Los 
Angeles. Much like Kansas City’s 
Tom Burleson, he seems to lack 
the ability to be a dominant 
center. Yet he is better than a 
third-round draft pick. How 
could so many NBA talent ex- 
perts be fooled?

in his aatoWograpby, just pub- 
lished In London by Peter Owen 
at £5.25. It is entitled "Bath 
Ends of the Candle," but he has

ible young man at balls and 
country house parties, to work- 
ing as a fnm producer, writer 
and director .and as a play- 
wright for stage and television, 
that he must have burned his 
candle in the middle as well:

Aster, among the first Amer- 
icans to sit In the British House 

of Lords. . 

When, in 1820, his mother 
married Piers Legfa, an aristo- 
cratic Wn gdidi guards officer, 
the family moved to a London 
house with a butler, cook, foot- 
man, two housemaids, a kitchen 
maid ftnd a lady's as well 
as a governess who always in- 
sisted on showing the visiting 
Prince of Wales (in the days 1 
before he became, briefly Ed- 
ward vm and then the Duke 
of Windsor) her' charge's ex- 
ercise books '"crammed with 
badly done sums, illiterate es- 
says and inaccurate history."
